Like .many 
of you, we were ‘attached to the television set 
in recent days for far more time than is 
reallly tolerable. We have rejoiced with the 
triumphant and commiserated with the 
disappointed. The games of the XXI Olym- 
plad have been a consuming passion. 

But thanging νοῦ these games is the 
troubling thought that, umess some major 
changes are made, there may never he a 
XXII Olympiad. 

Most governments look on the Olympics 
as an irresistible opportunity for political 
public relations. It 15 not realistic to tell the 
Olympic nvanagers to keep polities out of it. 
Training world-class athletes is expensive 
and in a ereat many countries the bills are 
paid by governments that regard sports as 
a serious political matter. They are aiming 
their messages at that large majority of the 
human race that dees not pay much atten- 
tion to diplomacy but follows sports ohses- 
sively, Television and satellite transmission 
have enormously expanded this audience, As 
a method of advertising nationhood, sports 
is certainly less expensive than most of 
history’s other devices—parading battleships 
through world ports, for example. But ways 
must be found to discourage episodes Uke 
Canada’s campaign against Tatwan, the 
Africans’ boycott of New Zealand, and the 
Soviet political exploitation of the defection 
of one of thelr athletes. A much greater 
effort 15 going to have to be made to define 
the respective roles, rights and responsibii- 
ities of all the principals—the host govern- 
ment, the International Olympic Committee, 
the individual contestants, and the govern- 
meuts of the nations that these contestants 
represent. : 

x * * 

The radical solution would be the aboli- 
tion αἱ national teams altogether, turning 
the affair into an invitational meet of the 
world’s finest athletes. But without national 
flags and anthems there would be far less 
support from governments or even from pri- 
vate contributors. That would mean less 
money for training and coaching, resulting 
in less brilliant performance and fewer 
world's records. 

There is another possibility, less drastic 
and more inviting. The 10C has a great 
potential lever in its choice of sites. We sug- 
gested earlier 2 permanent neutral site in 
Switzerland, or perhaps Scandinavia. Alter- 
natively, the site could be rotated regularly 
among three recent sites and the next one— 
Tokyo, Munich, Montreal and Moscow. The 
ferocious costs of building Olympic facilities 
have already eliminated three~fourths of the 
world’s countries from the bidding. But for 
those who already have the facilities, the 
games are a financial bonanza. In return, 
the host government could properly be re-

quired to take an iron pledge to admit any- 
one recognized by the IOC. A violator would 
be punished py losing its next turn. 

At the same time, the IOC needs to re- 
consider its decision to bar athletes whose 
governments are boycotting the games. Some 
of these countries are capable of preventing 
athletes from leaving home; that violation 
of rights is beyond the IOC’s power to reme- 
dy. But there was a runner from Guyana 
who wanted to go to Montreal, and the 
IOC refused to let Him into the race. If an 
athlete's government is doycotting the 
games, that athlete ought to ve permitted 
to compete as an individual under the 
Olympic flag. 

* * * 


Finally, the distinction between amateur 
and professional competitors has been erod- 
ed to invisibility. Nearly all of the Eastern 
Europeans are full-time athletes. There was 
the Finn who ran a victory lap around the 
track, waving over his head the shoes whose’ 


manufacturer subsidizes him. Coming closer . 


to home, there is the US, high jumper who 
is “market research manager” for another 


athletic shoe manufacturer, whose product - 


he wears. There are U.8. servicemen who are 
just as much full-time competitors as their 
Soviet counterparts, and there are students 
on athletic scholarships whose status is 
hardly distinguishable from the East Ger- 
mans. Abandoning the fiction of amateur 
standing would serve a laudable purpose in 
divesting the games of an imordinate burden 
of ‘hypocrisy and fakery, Few of the Olympic 
sports would be much affected. No doubt 
there are exceptions—of which soccer 1s 
probably the most noteble. Bat things have 
atrived at a point at which it would be 
better to declare the whole competition open 
and be done with it, 

All of us who watched owe several rounds 
of thanks: To the Canadian Olympic orga- 
nizers, for their skillful preparations of this 
gigantic affair and their superior manage- 
ment of it, To the city of Montreal, as al- 
ways @ generous host. Above ali, to the ath- 
letes whose names and faces we did not 
learn to recognize—those who did not take 
home medais, but whose fine performances 
forced the pace for the winners. If you were 
to set out with a torch to look for the 
example of the Olympic spirit, you might 
well find it in the runner or swimmer who, 
after six months’ hard tralning, came within 
8. halr’s breadth of a new world’s record— 
but placed fourth in a close race in which 
three medals were awarded. 

Much more has gone right in these games 
than has gone wrong. The Olympic tradition 
has demonstrated itself once again to be 
very much worth preserving and protecting. 
That is why it is necessary to begin think~ 
Ing now about the Olympiads to come.

Revolution Derailed 


For a long time the military leaders in 
Peru who overthrew an elected government 
in 1968 seemed to be something new under 
the South American sun. They had selzed 
power not to buttress the country’s tradi- 
tional oligarchy but to destroy its economic 
power, 'They set out to gain control over 
Peru's resources and basic industries from 
foreign—mostly U.S.—owners and to build 
8 cooperative, Socialist society. 

Peru's revolution generated admiration 
beyon the Americas, even among those who 
in other circumstances would have deplored 
the harshness with which the getierals 
silenced opposition or the slipshod manner 
in which many reforms were carried out. 
Peru replaced Castro’s Cuba &s a model for 
developing nations, and the generals reish- 
ed their role as Third (World leaders who had 
defied Uncle Sam. 

Those heady days are over. Last year 
moderates in the military leadership threw 
out the impetuous Gen. Juan Velasco Alva- 
rado as President. Last month his successor, 
Gen. Francisco Morales Bermudez, fired most 


of the remaining radicals in the Cabinet, 
including the Premier, Gen. Jorge Fernan- 
‘dez Maldonado. Peru's revolution, like others 
in Latin America, bas brought the country 
to an economic brink, a devalued currency 
and dwindling foreign exchange reserves. 

To obtain new credits of more than $200 
million, desperately needed to make repay- 
ments on a $3.7-billion foreign debt, Peru. 
has accepted a surveillance over its economy 
by ἃ group of private U.S. banks that would 
have been unthinkable in the chauvinisttc 
phase of the revolution. Morales is having 
to pay the economic—and poiitical—price for 
Velasco’s excesses and. for the fallures of 
many reform programs, 

Only those immune to the ideals that 
inspired the revolution will rejoice at its 
derailment, For developing countries the 
example of Peru holds a lesson—of generals 
forgetting the merits of gradualism and con- 
solidation, succumbing to the lure of reck- 
less public spending, and ignoring the uses 
of constructive criticism.
